Yesterdey witnessed the comple- 
tion of the electoral commission by 
the selection of Mr. Justice Bradley 
to be the fifteenth member of the 
commission.

ness of counting the votes will begin, 
At the hour ofone P. M. the two 
houses will meet in the hall of the 
Honse of Representatives. The 
President of the Senate will occupy 
the Speaker's chair, heretofore con- 
ceded to him by courtesy, and in the 

resence of the two houses, as the 
constitution directs. will “open all 
the certificates." The certificates 
and all pa purporting to be cer-

Seed Growing inthe United States. 

Although the rise and progress of the 
seed business in this country is of 
diminutive proportions, as compared 
with some other departments of industry, 
it is nevertheless not without historical 
interest So, if the rise, and fall, and 
rise again of wool growing in our coun- 
try were fully written, commencing with 
the earliest introduc'ion of the common 
breeds of sheep, fullowed by the prema- 
ture importation of the Merino before 
we were prepared to manufacture the 
finer fabrics, and the severe losses en- 
tailed on speculative breeders by that 
error of judgment. its lesson might not 
be without value in this age of adven- 
turous enterprises—it might also teach 
that failures should not extinguish hope, 
and that they sometimes, whilst they 
counsel caution, actually point out the 
path to ultimate success; as has been the 
case in this country in that particular, 
now one of the great wool producing 
regions of the world. So, likewise, who 
that is old enough cannot but remember 
the oft repeated efforts and failures at 
wine making in this country; the de- 
clarations by experts that our climates, 
and varied suils, and exposures must, 
some of them, be suited to the European 
vines—that it was only necessary to 
adopt the proper meuns and methods, 
and success was surc—until one futile 
attempt, followed by another, forced up- 
on us the conviction that, however we 
might argue, facts wero against us; thus 
it continued until we were content to 
settle down to the culture and improve- 
ment of our own native stock—followed 
by most gratifying results—the product 
of new scedlings from year to year, each 
possessing merit, and srhich indicate a 
period in the near future when there 
may be no longor regrets that the Ham- 
burgs, the chasselases, and the graves of 
the Rhine, and the chimpaign country 
do not thrive here. Already California 
—ulmost before ber geological status 
has been fully mapped out, promise to 
produce ere many years wine enough 
for the whole world; as she has demon- 
strated her ability to feed it. We are, 
however, straying from the subject of 
seed growing; about which we proposed 
to say a few words. 

What may have been the status of the 
seed trade in the colonial days is not re- 
corded—statistics were not then so full 
compiled as now, and we are in the dark 
as to many matters of that period which 
it might interest the present age to 
know. The probability is there were 
not any growers, and that dealers were 
few and far between. Each vessel bring- 
ing ou the return voyage from father- 
land special shipments of seed suited to 
the simple wants of the colonists, who 
themselves, also, saved seed of the more 
common vegetables, and shared with 
their less fortunate or less thoughtful 
T it bla provident days,

BY ONE WHO WAS WITH BIM. 


I have been reqnested by several 
of your,readers to write for your 

e: a description of the death of Jonn 
Vilkes Booth, the slayer of Abraham 
Lincoln. Though may years bave 
passed since then, andthongh your 
correspondent was but a child, the 
incidents connected with his death 
are as fresh in my memory as if they 
had jnst occurred. To comprehend 
fully the details of his captnre, I will 
have to give a short” description of 
my father’s house and farm where he 
was shot : 

Ont farm is situated in Caroline 
connty, Vn., a little moro than two 
miles south of the little village of 
Port Boyal, on the Rappahannock 
river. Onr house is on the right of 
the stage 1ond leading from Port 
Royal to Bowling Green, the county 
seat, and about a quarter of a mile 
from the road. 

It was on the afternoon of Mon- 
day, April 24th, 1865, that Booth 
came to my father's house He was 
brought there by two ex- Confederate 
soldiers, Willie Jett and Liett Rug- 
gies, and introduced to my father as 
James W. Boyd, a Confederate 
soldies. who had been wounded at the 
battle of Petersburg. It will be re- 
membered that. Mr. Booth had broken 
his leg in jumping to the stage of the 
theatre in Wusbington after shoot- 
ing the President. Mr Jett asked 
my father if be conld accommodate 
Mr. Royd for a few days, until he got 
bettergand could travel. You know 
a true Virginiun never resists an ap 
peal hke that, and of course Mr. 
Boyd was weleomed ut once. Messrs. 
Jett und Ruggles then rode awny to- 
ward Bowling Green. Mr. Boyd 
and my two brothers (who bad just 
returned from  Appoumtlox,) re 
mained on the porch talking until 
supper was announced, After sup 
per Mr. Boyd complained of bis 
wound; spid that riding had jarred 
it 

He retired early. Uslept in the 
gama room with bim that night, and 
noticed that he Lad two handsume 
revolvers. and a dirk with a pearl 
handle The latter he said was the 
gift ofn friend. He slept soundly, 
and when I arose in the morning he 
was still sleeping. I remember luok- 
ing at bim as I left tbe room, and I 
thongbt that | had never seen n finer 
apecirren of manly beauty. and I still 
think that be was the bandsomest 
mun I ever ssw. He was very fair, 
and his jet black curls were brusbed 
back from a forehead ruther low. but 
very bruad. His glossy black mons 
tacho shaded n month ns soft and 
tender as a woman `s, while bis square 
chin told of a resolute will. 

But l am digressing from my sub 
ject. Nothing of interest occurred 
during the forenoon vf the next day 
(Tuesdny.) My brothers went away 
in the morning and did uot retain 
until dinner. After dinner they 
amused themselves firing nt a post in 
front of the honse with pistolas Mr. 
Boyd eurprised ns all,for be wonld hit 
the mark every time. About the mid- 
die of the afternoon another man 
came. whom Mr. Boyd called Davy. 
This man was Harold, who attempted 
to kill Stanton. They then asked my 
brothers if they could bire the horses 
to go to Milford Station, on the R. 
F.£P R R, the next day. My 
brothers replied that they could not 
spare their horses. but that thers 


who would take them. They went 
to see this man and engaged him to 
take them awny early the next morn- 
ing. He did so; but he only took 
the bleeding corpse of one, and the 
mangled wretch who war so soon to 
expinte his crime upon the , gallows. 

That nigbt, (Fuesday,) Booth and 
Harold proposed to sleep in the barn, 
as they wanted to make an early 
etart, and did not wish to disturb 
the family. My brothers, fearful of 
losing their horses, slept in an ad- 
joining barn. About 2 o'clock on 
the morning of the 26th. my father 
awakened by a noise at the door, and 
on going to anawer the knock was 
confronted by » man who placed a 
cocked revolver at bis bead and led 
him into the yard, where he was 
greeted with cries of “Hang the d— d 
rebel!" “Hang him ; here is a rope,” 
&o. The whole premises wero anrr 
rounded by n horde of excited men, 
searching in every house avd corner 
They soon fonnd out that there were 
men in the barn, upon which they 
surrounded it, not forgetting to leave 
my poor old father in the yard in bis 
night clothes, guarded by two men, 
who even refused to let him put on a 
coat, bat kept him iv the chill night 
air. old and feoblo na he was, withont 
anything to protect bim from the 
cold. 

At the barn more than fifty men 
were engaged in trying to persnade 
one man to surrender. Failing in 
this thoy resorted to the bright iden 
of burning him out, The barn ‘was 
fired, and then they seemed no nearer 
their object than before, until at last 
one map, more humane than the rest 
walked up to tho'side of the barn,

A man was diapatched for a dao: 
ter who soon arrived. but too late— 
for human: skill conld not avail where 
death had already set his geal. The 
glazing eyes, the clammy brow. pow 
wet with the cold dews of death, told 
us that (be fatal bullet had ‘but too 
surely done its work. Reviving for n 
moment, he asked to see bis hands. 
They were shown bim. He looked 
at them for a while. and murmuring, 
“Useless, useless,” fell back upon the 
pillow. The thread of life that re- 
mained was parting very gently. A 
few strands yet remained, but the 
tension Was increasing., Again he 
revived, and whispered, “Tell my 
mother I died—for my conntry, I 
did — what —T — thongbt — was — 
best.” A gasp—a- shiver, and the 
erring soul was before its Judge. 
The poor bleeding clay was cold in 
death. Ne might bave erred, but 
reader if yon could have seen him as 
I saw him, struggling in the arms of 
death, youre would have been a hard 
heart.indeed that could not. have 
pitied him then. Fanatic, madman, 
ayo murderer, if you will, but etil! 
even his bitterest foe must accord 
him the Sor honor of being a brave 
man. I do not defend his crime; 
more than that, I condemn it, but 
friende, let us notabuge the dead. 
Let bim have tbat one plea which he 
uttered with his dying breath, “I did 
what I thonght was best.” and grndge 
him not his humble dwelling in “the 
silent city of the dead” beneath 
Greenmounf's peaceful shade.

New Yong, February 21. 
Governor Tilden has sentthe follow- 
ing communication to Senator Kernan : 
New Yorx, February 21. 1877.— 
Hon. Francis Kernan. Washington, D 
C.: A telegram to the Associated Press, 
published this morning, statcs that a 
haímonivus agreement hus been brought 


"about between the Senate committee. of 


which you'nre a member, and a com- 
mittee of the House by. which it has 
becn decided not to go into an examina- 
tion of my bank account on the one 
hand or the accounts ot the chairman 
of the Republican national committee 
on the other hand, I repudiste any 
such agrcement and disclaim any such 
immunity, protection or benefit from it 
I reject the utterly false imputation that 
wy private bank account contains any- 
thing whatever that nocda to be con- 
eealed. Under the pretence of looking 
for a payment in December, the demand 
was for all payments after May and all 
deposits during nino months, The 
bank was repeatedly menaced with the 
removal of its officers and booka to 
Washington. 

A transcript of entries uf private bus- 
inces, trusts, charities, containing every- 
thing but what the committee was com- 
miesioned to investigate, but nothing 
which it was commissioned to investigate 
because nothing of that sort existed, has 
been taken with my knowledge to 
Washington. Of course, there is no 
item in it relating to anything in Ore- 
gon, for Ù never made authorized or 
knew of any expenditure iu relation to 
the election in that State or tho result 
ing controversies, or any promise or 
obligation or negotiation on the subject.

Destrucrive FIRE AT CAMBRIDGE, 
Mp.—QOn Sunday morning the oxten- 
sive saw and grist millof J. W. Cro- 
well & Co., at Cambridgo, Md., was 
totally destroyed hy fire. The flames 
were discovered shortly after daylight, 
and in an hour the establishment was 
totally consumed.

It is eurinived 
that a spark had caught in the sawdust’ 
in the mill and smouldered there for 
many hours. A night watchman had 
always been employed up to two wecks 
ago.
